„ PENSION LEGISLATION, 


No Likelihood of the Senate’s Passing the 
Morrill Bil as Amended. 

Wasurnoton, D. C., May 11.—[(Special — 
Pension legisiation has reached the point 
where the veterans will have to take a sober 
second thought and decide whether they 
want the Dependent bill or no legislation at 
all. The Senate committee has been at pains 


to examine carefully the Morrill limited ser- | 


vice measure which was passed by the House 
asa substitute for the Senate Dependent 
bill. In its original shape with sixty-two 
years as the age-limit, it was estimated that 
the Morrill bill would take $89,000,000 a year. 
The House changed tne limit to sixty years, 


and one or two other modifications were 


made. Then the revised estimate was put 
at 850.000, 000. The Senate committee would 
be glad to say that the last would not be 
double that amount, but it won't say any- 
thing of the kind for it fears that a three-fold 
estimate might fall short. 

Under these circumstances the Senate 
committee at its meeting Tuesday is apt to 
unanimously authorize an unfavorable report 
on the House bill and to ihsist on the Senate 
measure. Unless the House retreats there 
will consequeéntiy be no pension legisiawon. 
The Dependent bill meets the pledges made 
by the Republican majority. If ite passage 
be prevented and deserving veterans left un- 
provided for the responsibility will rest with 
the pension attorneys and the three-months 
men, who ere recklessly urging that the Na- 
tional Treasury be bankrupted by such legis- 
latron as zune Morrili Service bill. 


LOUKING AFTER PARTY INIERESTS. 


The National Republican Executive Com- 
mittee to Meet Shortly. 
Wasuinerton, D. C., May 11.—[Special.]— 
The news of the coming meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the National Republic- 
an Committee has not been spread by a brass 
band. It will be an important meeting. Not 
much stock is taken in the talk about Chair- 
man Quay resigning, but were he to step 
down Vice-Chairman Clarkson would bea 
unanimous choice to succeed him. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee will undoubtedly canvass 
the groundof next fall’s Congressional elec- 
tions carefully. Ine Congressional Commit- 
tee, made up of a Representative from each 
State, chosen by the delegation, has been 
recently appointed, but there will be no 
conflict. Two years ago the National Com- 
mittee and the Congressional Committee 
worked well together and they will do so 
again this year. The National Committee 
will pay special attention to the Southern 
States, and it is not unlikely that there will 
be a free interchange of opinions regarding 
the Federal election laws now pending in 
the House. Whether the McComas Anti- 
Gerrymandering bill, che Rowell Supervisors’ 
jaw, or the radical Lodge election measure 
will best meet the case is a matter about 
which conflicting opinions are expressed. 


IMMIGRATION Laws IMPERFECT. 


„Further Legislation Needed to Exclude Un- 
desirable Arrivals. 

Wasuinctron, D. C., May 1L.—Assistant 
Secretary Tichenor has written a letter to 
the House Committee on Appropriations in 
regard to the immigration laws and the Chi- 
nese Exciusion act. He calis attention 
to the fact that, while the Immigrant law 
prohibits the landing in this country 
of convicts, lunatics, idiots, and paupers 
who come by water in vessels of any descrip- 
tion, it fails to meet the case of immigrants 
of this character who may enter this country 
by land from continguous territory. The de- 
partment has received reports that a large 
numoer of these people have recently drifted 
into this country from Mexico and Can- 
ada. Mr. Tichenor therefore suggests 
an amendment to the law to pre- 
vent a continuance of this kind 
of immigration. He recommends that 
the appropriation tor the enforcement of the 
Ahen Contract Labor law be increased from 
$50,000 to $75,000, and that the appropriation 
for the enforcement of the Chinese Exclu- 
sion act be increased from $30,000 to $50,000, 
and also that the Secretary be authorized to 
return to China at Government expense all 
Chinamen found in the United States in vio- 


lauon of the law.

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PALACE UNDER GROUND. 


4 COLOR4DO MAN’s SCHEME TO BELP 
THE WORLD’s EXPUSITION, 


He Would Have a Huge Attraction 500 
or 1,000 Feet Below the Karth'’s Sur- 
face—Grand Corridors and “ Dritte“ 
Filled with Products of the Mines and 


Mining Machinery—Something Out of 


the Usual Order of Things— What the 
Designer Says. | ¢ 
DENVER, Colo., May 11.—[Special.]—Pub- 
lic-spirited Americans who — — Eiffel 
tower outdone in some special attraction of 
the World's Fair can now rest in peace. 
Colorado has provided the necessary designer 
in the person of Ea F. Bunne, a mechanical 
engineer. The little mountain nook of 
Aspen, known only to the outside world as 


the producer of millions of White bullion 


bars, is the man’s home. He has dad several 
conterences with committees in Chicago and 
the latter were astounded at the novelty of 
Bunne’s proposition, and wulle recovering 


their breath were treated to an array of fig- 


ures that, it is claimed, removed the scheme 
from the field of speculation. The Aspen 
man has placed his proposition in writing. 

The scheme contemplates the grandest ex- 
hibit of the mineral resources of the United 
States that the world has ever known and 
the placing of that exhibit at a point fully 
500, possibly 1,000 feet under tne surface of 
the Fair grounds. The projector says: 

“I have looked over the ground and ex- 
amined the geological features of the country 
and find the scheme practicable and not ex- 
tremely difficult of execution. I find that 
solid rock underlies the city at a point aver- 
aging only eighty feet below the surface; 
that these ledges of rock crop out below 
Jackson Park and again on the North Side; 
that the dip of the strata is towards the 
lake, so that the water problem would 
be principally one of surface drainage. 
The most difficult point to be overcome is the 
layer of quicksand that is under the hard- 
pan and immediately over the solid forma- 
tion, butas it only averages from six to 
twelve feet in depth the difficulty couid read- 
ily be overcome. Once in the rock-bed the 
labor would be simple and easily done with 
modern mining appliances. The only possi- 
ble thing that would prevent complete suc- 
cess would be to find subterranean streams 
that would be larger than I should expect. 
But hardly enough water could possibly be 
found that would become an obstacle to final 
success, With present appliances for pump- 
ing that the United States possesses.” 

The sides of the shaft after completion 
would be lined with sheet iron riveted to- 
gether water proof, and painted white or 
cream-color to give light. An iron stairway 
with twelve-foot rests on one end of the 
shaft, and a large pump compartment at the 
other, where all the steam, air, and ejector 
pipes, as well as the water columns, would be 
placed. The center of the shaft would be 
supplied with six elevator cars fitted up in 
the most elaborate style and arranged with 
the hoisting engines above to load and un- 
load, and make a full trip every five minutes, 
so that a car would start every minute, each 
car carrying twenty-tive people or more. 


A SUBTERRANEAN PALACS. 

At the bottom of this shaft a corridor 
would be run 400 feet long by 40 feet wide 
and subdivided. This corridor would be 
mardle-tiied. with a sheet-iron or eorrugated- 
iron roof, and made perfectly dry by drain- 
age (easily done while being constructed), 


so that to ail-appearances it would be a sub- 


terranean palace. the shaft and corridor be- 
ing ablaze with 1,000 electric-lights. 

After dwelling on details of construction 
affecting drainage, ventilation, and lighting 
Mr. Bunne continues: 

“The corridors would be museums of beau- 


titul specimens of ore in cabinets along each 


side, while the center columns would in each 
separate part be a display of some of the va- 


ried and magnificent building stones of our 


great country. A burnished column of Ten- 
nessee marble here, a carved column of Colo- 
rado marble there, massive column of Ver- 
mont granite at another place, sandstones, 
etc., all the various kinds being represented 
in this stately and serviceable row of sup- 
ports. On the sides of the grand corridor 
would de doors twenty feet apart 
that would open into drifts or 
levels. At the end of each drift 
would be placed in position, as nearly as pos- 
sible as found in nature, the Various ores and 
products of the mines. Thus, one set of 
drifts would show the coal as it lays in the 
real mine. Another would show the silver 
mine. The carbonate silver ore of Leadville, 
the rich ore of Aspen, could be seen nearly 
as found in nature; the gold ore of Montana, 
the copper ore of Michigan, the iron teal 
ore, the hard and soft coals—in fact, the side 
drifts would. puta person apparently right 
among the underground riches of the United 
States and m a mine. The drifts would be 
‘working.’ The various underground appli- 
ances in use in this country would 
be seen in actual operation. The electrical 
drills, the air and steam drills, would be seen 
in operation and compared. The rock would 
be shattered by giant powder and all the 
high explosives that may seek a medal at the 
Exhibition. | 

In che great rooms under the shaft the 
most powerful pumps of different makes 
would be placed and tested. In other words, 
a certificate given to a pump or drill or 
hoister or mining electrical appliances would 
have the additional weight of having been 
given after a practical test. 

WOULD ENLIGHTEN THE WORLD. 

“The uses of air and electricity in this 
country in conjunction with mining show a 
development far ahead of the rest, tf the 
world. A display such as I mention “vould 
sell millions of dollars of mining machinery 
to foreign nations and make the American 
miner iu demand the world over. It would 
also show to our own people the importance 
of the mining industry of our Nation. The 
product of the mines of the United States, 
while only showing about $90,000,000 in pre- 
cious metals last year, when lead. copper, 
coal, ana iron are included runs the 
grand total to nearly 8400000 000. 
Thus far this vast industry has been prac- 


tically overlooked by the managers of former 


exhibitions. The Western miner is Chica- 
go’s friend and desires her success.

Not te Receive Outside Morey. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 11.— The Superin- 
tendent of the Census has issued the follow 
ing important order to the Supervisors of the 
Census: 

It has been brought to the attention of the 
Superintendent of Census that the City Councils 
and Boards of Trade of certain Western cities 
have appropriated sums of money to aid their 
census supervisors in the enumeration of the 
population. While it may be 8 by 
some that such a roceeding s le 

itimate and merely intended . to 

elp the Government to obtain a full enumera- 
uon, I um compelled to look upon it as an 
almost irresistible temptation to fraud, 
and as a consequence endangering 
an honest count of the people. If tolerated by 
this office it would have a tendenoy to bring the 
whole census into disrepute. 

You are, therefore, positively instructed not to 
receive any such compensation yourself, nor 
countenance for ons instant the payment of any 
sum of money whatever, by municipalities, cor- 
porations, associations, or 3 
enumerator.

DEARBORN PARK AS A LIBRARY SITE. 


Suitability of the Ground for the Proposed 
Parpose. 

Ald. Kent deserves credit for the prompt 
manner in which he has met the attempt of 
the Mayor to shelve the ordinance granting 
Dearvorn Park ‘for a Public Library site. 
The only point of any consequence made in 
the opinion“ of the Law Department is the 
one in referenceto provision for the Soldiers’ 
Memorial Hail. Aid. MeGillen's amendment, 
which appears to have been skillfully drafted, 
méets that objection. 

The other portions of the argument, as al- 
ready shown in Tue Trreuns, are far-fetched 
and untenable. It is absurd to attempt to 
make the plat of land proposed as a site into 
a park. Dearborn Park isa misnomer. The 
place is a mere dumping-ground. It was do- 
nuted to Chicago for the public good. It can 
be utilized in no better way than for a li- 
brary site. Long before the building is 
erected Congress can be induced to amend 
the terms of the original grant so as to fully 
sanction tte action of the Council in passing 
the ordinance. Even if Congress should not 
act it is not the intention to expend any con- 
siderable sum on the ground, only just as 
mucn as will provoke a lawsuit, the decision 
of which will fully determine the status of 
the property. 

The argument of the police-court lawyers 
of the Council and the city that the passage 
of the ordinance will divest the city of its 
titie in the property is mere pettifogging un- 
worthy of serious notice. Suppose the ordi- 
nance is pronounced invalid. Can the passage 
ofan invalid ordinance deprive the city of 
any ofits property rights? Ald. Kent and 
those who acted with him in the committee 
Saturday should press the amended ordi- 
nance to a passage. If the Mayor wants to 
veto itlet him take the responsibility and 
not skuik behind his fourth-rate Corporation 
Counsel. 


NEW FIELD FOR BRITISH TRADERS. 


Western China Opened Up to English Com- 
merce—The Preliminary Negotiations. 

“The area of British commerce received a most 
valuable extension March 31 when a treaty was 
signed between England and China which opens 
to British trade the port of Chung-King on the 
Upper Yang-tze River.“ 

A. B. Wade, an English barrister who dined at 
the Palmer last evening, made this statement. 

“There are some interesting facts regarding 
our trade relations with China,“ he contiaved, 
“and to a satisfactory arrangement of relations 
eredit is due an enterprising English merchant. 


One ot the clauses of the Chefoo convention in 


1876 was that Chung-King, the commercial 
metropoiis of Western ‘China, should be 
made an open port if the English boats could get 
there. Chuag- King is 1,500 miles from the mouth 
of the river, and it can only be reached by pass- 
ing a number of rapids. The Chinese thought 
the river unravigable, hence the concession. 

“ The provision that Chung-King should not be 
opened until steamers had succeeded in ascend- 
ing the river had the effect of making the conces- 
sion a dead letter for over ten years. Then a 
Mr. Little, an English merchant at Tchang, 
asked permission to attempt the navigation of 
the stream. His request was granted, Mr. Lit 
tle went to England and had a special stern 
wheel steamer made for him. Tbis was shipped 
to Shanghai and the ascent of the river Was be- 


gun. 

»At Tohang the local authorities stopped the 
boat and declared that no steamer should pass 
up the river. Then two years were spent in use- 
less negotiations between England and China. 
Last December the Chinese Inspector of Cus- 
toms made un agreement with the Upper Lang- 
tze Navigation company to buy Mr. Little's 
steamer and thus pay the owner forthe delay 
that had been so unjustly imposed on him. He 
had put all his — in the enterprise and by 
holding his steamer fortwo years the Chinese 
Government had almost ruined him. 

* Meanwhile the Chinese had submitted a 
counter proposition to the effect that the Port of 
Chung-King should be opened to British trade 
under certain conditions, with the stipulation 
that the right to run steamers there be tempo- 
rarily waived. All these negotiations have re- 
sulted in the opening of the port, butit is stipu- 
lated that no steamer shall pass up the Yang-tze 
until a Chinese vessel has made the trip. The 
Chinese are progressing so rapidly that the Gov- 
ernment probably deems it improper that a for- 
eign steamer shéuld be the first one to reach 
the rich western part of the Empire, and it may 
be for this reason that the clause of the Chefoo 
Convention was a dead-letter for such a long 


time.“

_Chicago’s Northwest Trade at Stake in the 
Lake and Kail War. 

Chicago trade in the Northwest is at stake in 
the great war of the lake and rail lines. Thus 
far in the struggle Chicago has been worsted be-

COST OF IMPROVING THE LAKE-FRONT. 

The titie to the Lake-Front Park and the 
submerged lands to the east of itis still 10 
dispute, and it is impossible to tell when the 
Supreme Court will decide the controversies 
between the city, the State, and the railroad 
company. There is nothing, however, to 
hinder the parties in interest from making a 
contract with the World’s 
which, whatever title and rights to the land 
they may have, they lease it for four vears at 
anominal rental, and bind the party who 
wins the suit to refund to the Exposition 
company the sum, not exceeding, say, $5,000,- 
000, Which it will have to expend in docking, 
piling, and filling between the dock line and 
the shore, an area of 258 acres, and the read- 
justment of the Illinois Central tracks. 

This is a large figure, but the work will 
cost that or even more. Two hundred and 
fifty-three acres have to be reciaimed. As 
the filline must rise above the surface of the 
lake at ordinary stage five or six feet, and 
allowance must be made for settling, it will 
be necessary to fill in about A feet. This 
will make about 33,880 cubic yards for one 
acre, or 8,571,640 for the 253 acres. The ma- 
terial used will have to be brought from all 
quarters for varying distances. Sand can be 
brought from Cheltenham Beach of the north 
shore, and can also be pumped up or dredged 
from the lake outside the basin, and some of 
it inside. The earth heaped up on the berme 
bank of the canal can be broughtin boats. 
Railroad cars can come laden with earth 
over the Illinois Central tracks. 

1. But though the filling goes on at once 
from sea and shore by day and night it will 
be an enormous job, as any contractor can 
see. It will take an immense pliant, a large 
part of which will haveto be specially con- 
structed for the purpose; and which may be 
useless when the job is done. Winter and 
other season storms will delay progress, and 
strikes may interfere with it, especially if 
the contractors are hard driven for time. 
With so much material to be handled dy men 
working only eight hours» a day it will be 
necessary to work gangs day and night. The 
more hurriedly the job is done the more it 
will cost. Some have estimated that the fill- 
ing can be done for a quarter of adollara 
cubic yard, and so it might ifthe material 
did not have to be handled more than once 
and the work could be leisurely done. Un- 
der the special circumstances the cost will 
not be less than 35 cents a yard, and may 
cost neanly 50 cents, or three to four million 

dollars. :

WESTERN 1 SMELTING WORKS MOVING TO 
MEXICO. 

The Diario Oficial of the City of Mexico 
gives a statement of a contract between the 


works at Kansas City looking to the removal 
of the business to Mexico and the establish- 
ment of five plants there. The Mexican 
Government guarantees the importation of 
all machinery, tools, and material needed by 
the company free of duty, and also pledges 
itself that no export tax~«shail be levied on 
bullion or furnace products of any kind. It 
is easy to see thut liberal treatment like this, 
which is so much in contrast with what 
tariff-harassed smelters get in the United 
States, might well tempt the Kansas City 
establishment to erect plants in Mexico and 
get its silver-lead ores free of duties. In a 
late interview President Meyer of the Kan- 
sas City Smeiting Works confirms the report 
which comes from Mexico and adds: 


that we will take to Mexico in case the McKin 
ley Tariff bill becomes a law. This will cut our 
business at Argentine in twain. We now employ 
between 500 and 600 men, and at least 300 will 
leave Argentine and vicinity because of tne 
changed conditions. But that is not all, since 
the passage of the bill will prevent the building 
of any more smelters in this section. Other 
companies that might come here will kéep away, 
and as Kansas City is the natural point in the 
United States for Colorado, Nevada, and Mexi- 
can ores to meet, as well as the very best point 
for the smelting of ores, you see that the passage 
of the McKinley bill ultimately means e loss 
of thousanas of citizens, as well as hundreds in 
the immediate future who will be compelled to 
leave in consequence of the change in laws. 

The removal of our smelters to Mexico is not 
a new step on our part. We have had it under 
consideration forsome time,.but we bave been 
waiting and noping for the best, and believing 
that the people of the United States would not 
tolerate the tax of 14% cents per pound on lead in 
ore, a tax that is simply prohibitory, and which 
will oblige all of the twenty-four smeiting facto- 
ries in the country to move across the line or 
bank their fires and wind up the business. 


Yet Maj. McKinley and his committee think 
if Mexican silver-lead ores can be kept out 
of the country it will give the owners of the 
carbonate mines of Colorado a monopoly and 
they can then advance prices on users of lead 
and paint and get rich rapidiy. It makes no 
difference to the ultra-protectionists that 
nearly all the people in this country live in 
painted houses or use painted articles and 
hence are interested in having white lead 
cheap, while the owners of the Colorado car- 
bunate mines are few in number and most of 
them rich already, although wanting high 
profits on the surplus funds they have put 
into specuiative investment. It is quite cer- 
tain that tne silver legislation which will be 

adopted before Congress adjourns will great- 
ly profit these gentlemen, and it would seem 
they might be satisfied with such gains in- 
stead of asking the McKinley committee for 
a corner on the lead and paint markets to the 
injury of millions of consumers and at the 
cost of driving big smelting establishments 
out of the country. 

If ahe McKinley bill should be adopted it 
would no doubt ojose many smelters on ac- 
count of the ame getting the needea 
mixing ores from Mexico. The exclusion of 
foreign silyér-lead ores would naturally oper- 
ateto the advantage of the Colorado mine- 
owners, but not to the extent they antici- 
pate. When the price of white lead is 
pushed beyond a certain point people resort 
to the cheap mixed paints, which can be 
made with the use of very little if any of the 

article. These paints, of course, are infe- 
rior, but they offer afair substitute and are 
generally used when the price of white lead 
goes up. It seems clear enough that the plan 
to exclude the Mexican ores and corner the 
paint and lead markets for the benefit of the 
Colorado silver kings would not enable them 
to exact from paint and lead users a great 
amount of extra profit, but stil) the attempt 
would oertamly injure the country through 
the closing of smelting works and derange- 
ment of trade with Mexico. As soon as the 
United States excludes the silver-lead ores 
of Mexico that country will strike back and 
put retaliatory duties on American exports. 
The silver men ought to be satisfied with the 
enhanced prcfits Congress will provide them 
in enlarging the coinage, and it is not unrea- 
sonable to expect that they will keep their 
hands off the smelting works and the users 
of paint and lead. 7

THE CITY'S RIPARIAN TITLE TO THE 8SUB- 
MERGED LANDS. 

Fractional Section 15, between State and 
the lake and Twelfth and Madison, was a 
portion of the land granted by the General 
Government to the State to build the Illinois 
and Michigan Canal. It was subdivided by 
the Canal Trustees and the lots sold. One 
of the streets laid out was Michigan avenue. 
Its western line was defined. On the east it 
extended in places to the lake shore. The 
plat of the subdivision was duly recorded 
and the then Town of Chicago held for pub- 
lic uses the fee simple of the streets. The 
City of Chicago succeeded to the town and 
to its rights. It owned Michigan aveuue, to 
which it assigned an eastern limit; it owned 
the public grounds between that east line 
and the shore, and being the riparian owner had 
the right to fill in the lake and erect walls to 
protect its own property and that of the peo- 
ple so long as it did not interfere with navi- 
gation. 

Chicago’s charter gave it the power to 
erect a breakwater, and it made an arrange- 
ment with the Iilinois Central to build one, 
which the latter used for its tracks. Its 
charter also gave it the right to erect docks 
and wharves on lake or river, and that power 
carried with it the right to fill in the lake, at 
least to the point of nayigability. 

Such were the rights of the city when a 
corrupt Legislature passed the Lake-Front 
act of 1809 and attempted without compensa- 
tion to the city to take from Chicago one of 
its most valuable pieces of property and turn 
it over to a railroad company. It was re- 
garded by the people of this city as a confis- 
cation, an audacious steal. In 1873 the Leg- 
isiature, having reviewed the subject in all 
its bearings, saw that its predecessor had 
done not merely an unwise but a wrongful 
act and it repeaied the law of four years be- 
fore, and thus gave back to the city the mill- 
ions of dollars’ worth of submerged property 
which the Legislature of 1869 had attempted 
to confiscate and make a gift of toa railroad 
corporation, 

In addition to Judges Harlan and Blodgett 
taking this view of the case they upheld the 
‘repealing act on the ground that the act of 
1800 was not an executed contract, but sim- 
ply a selection by the State of the railroad 
Company as its agent to do certain things for

Instead of aiming to reduce the revenue 80 
as to curtail the surplus and relieve the peo- 
ple the majority of the McKinley committee 
bas deliberately agreed to reduce the duties 
on sugar without making any provision to 
guard against the reimposition of the tax in 
the form of an export duty in Cuba, Un- 
questionably if the bill passesin such shape 
Cuba would atoncelevy au export tax equal to 
the repealed tax and sweep into her treasury 
the millions remitted by the United States, 
and tne priceof sugar would not be reduced 
a particle to consumers. This was what Bra- 
zil did when Congress took off the duty on 
coffee, and itisidle to claim that result has 
been lost on the Spanish Government, which 
is desperately in need of more revenue. 

The McKuinleyites, desiring not to reduce 
the revenue, but ultimately to expand it, not 
to lower taxes on the people but to increase 
them, have hit on the plan to cut a 60-million 
hole in the revenues of the Government by 
remitting the sugar duties, and add ten mill- 
ions to it in special bounties to Louisiana, then 
fill the gap by advancing old tariff taxes 
much higher on clothing and other necessa- 
ries of life. Although the real necessity is 
that of reducing revénue and lowering taxa- 
tion, the matter has been so manipulated that 
higher rates of bounty and artificial profit 
are to be provided for a few hundred inter- 
ested individuals and favored monopolies at 
the expense of a largely increased cost of liv- 
ing to the entire American people. Yet 
would-be bosses and party cranks think they 
can suppress free speech and criticism in the 
Republican party and crowd such a robber 
messur® through. 

After 1840 the Whie party never won a vic- 
tory when it declared itself in favor of higher 
tariff taxation, and just in the degree that it 
fell under the control of those who favored 
using the taxing power against the many 
and for the few it drove off its members and 
lost popular support, and was at last com- 
pletely wrecked. The Republican party 
would quickly go on the rocks in the same 
way if it was supposed that perpetually in- 
creased taxation on necessaries was to be- 
come its policy.

. FINDING FAULT TOO LATE, 

It has often been remarked that the aver- 
age Englishman is slow to appreciate a joke, 
sometimes catching up with the point of it 
half an hour after the utterance, and at 
other times not at all. The same rule would 
appear to obtain in the matter of righteous 
indignation atdisplays of cruelty and other 
forms of wrong. The English papers have 
recently had a great deal to say of the terri- 
ble and needless sufferings of cattle en 
routs to their country from the United 
States and Canada. They tell of broken 
horns, lacerated sides, and eyeless sockets 
as common sights at every disembarkation 
of neat cattle in British ports and have done 
much towards creating a prejudice in the 
minds of their readers against the use of 
these imported animals as food. 

A few years ago these remarks would have 
been in order. The transportation of cattle 
both by rail and water wasattended by ex- 
hibitions of cruelty at which even the angels 
might weep. The animals were packed to- 
gether in crowded cars, carried for hundreds 
of miles without food or water, though the 
journey. occupied twoorthree days, and if 
one of them lay dowu for a little rest or fell 
because of sudden change of motion it was 
sure to be trampled badly by the rest. Sim- 
ilar conditions obtained on shipboard. The 
animals arrived on the other side of the At- 
lantic in poor flesh at the best, some of them 
badiy bruised and wounded, and a few 
trampled to death by their companions in 
misery. Allof this has not been abolished 
yet, but there has been an important 
reform on many lines both by land and sea. 
Railroad cars are now fitted with side 
troughs which are filled with water and feed 
at the stoppiug- places and then turned up 
out of the way for resumption of the journey. 
Some of the sea-going vessels are provided 
with slings which prevent the animals from 
falling and keep them intact except in the 
roughest kind of weather, when human de- 
ings suffer too. Similariy the feeding is at- 
tended to much better than it used to be, if 
only as n matter of economy, and the result 
appears in the shade of a much better condi- 
tion for the market soon after landing on the 
dock in the British Islands.

MORE MONEY DEMANDED FOR SAND

There is no law to prevent ‘the planters of 
Louisiana and the other States in the Lower 
Mississippi Valley from expending their 
money on mud banks to protect their planta- 
tions, but why should the National Govern- 
ment be called upon to doit? These lands do 
not velong to the Government. The Govern- 
ment bought them from France and long ago 
disposed of them. As a matter of abstract 
right, if it is bound to protect them, then 
why is it not bound to protect all other lands 
subject to overflow Why should the farmers 
in the valleys of the Dhnois, the Obio, the 
Missouri, the {Susquehanna, the Alleghany, 
the Connbcticut, and the Trinity, who are 
not protected, be taxed for the benefit of the 
farmers of the. Lower Mississippi? Why 
should the National Government be com- 
pelled to take care of the people between 
Memphis and New Orleans and not of the 
people in other river valleys? 

But, conceding for the sake of the argu- 
ment that it is its duty, why should it be 
compelled to spend millions of dollars for 
levees that do not protect, but break through 
and wash away at every flood? If itisto be 
a matter of National charity, then let the 
charity be expended, not upon sand embank- 
ments which elevate the river bottom the 
higher they are raised, but upon the enlarge- 
ment of the natural outlets of the river, so that 
the surplus water can be carried off in the 
most expeditious manner nature permits. If 
there be any solution of the problem it is in 
this direction, and it will not costadime on a 
dollar compared with the money already 
wasted in the useless struggle to inclose the 
mighty booming floods within soft, porous, 
alluvial walls.

THE TORIES MAY BE DISHED, 

Fuller telegraphic reports of the Bristol 
election prove that tlie Gladstonian victory 
there was more sweeping than the first 
figures cabled would indicate. A labor candi- 
date was run in the interest of the Tories. 
He pledged himself to the support of home 
rule and to opposition to the salodn-license 
compensating clauses of the so-called Tory 
Temperance bill He received 602 votes, 
drawing that many votes away from the 
Liberal strength. As was anticipated, the 
election turned largely on the clauses com- 
pensating saloonkeepers who are refused a 
renewal of their liquor licenses. The tem- 
perance societies worked zealously for the 
Liberal candidate, and the Tory was 
swamped. The “ publicans,” who have al- 
ways acted with the Tories, brought them no 
new strength in return for the substantial 


financial promises held out. The effect of 


the election will doubtless be made apparent 


in the House of Commons when the vote is 


taken on the saloon compensating clauses. 
Already Mr. Caine, a Liberal-Unionist, has 
given notice of an amendment to strike the 
clauses out of the bili. He will be supported 
by the solid Liberal and Home-Rule vote and 
by a majority of the Liberai-Unionists—all 
except the old-line Whigs. Several of the 
Tory members, includimg Lord Randolph 
Churchill, presumably,. threaten to abstain 
from voting. If they make good their threats 
the Government will be defeated and prob- 
ably forced to resign, or to dissolve Parlia- 
ment and take an appeal to the voters. 
Under the new County Board law the 
boards are empowered to limit the number 
of saloons within their jurisdiction in the 
interest of public morals, The worst of the 
saloonists in the various counties will be de- 
prived of their licenses by those bedies. The 
very bad ones will have to go—thousands of 
them. Yet it is proposed to pay large sums 


raised from the taxpayers to compensate 


them for their loss. The Tories propose to 
pay them in order to obtain the support of 
the tough rum-selling element. In this the 
Tories seem to be following the example of 
the corresponding party in America—the 
Democratic.

The week ending May 10 was cooler than 
usual in all districts east of the Rocky 
Mountains. Over the central valleys, the 
lake region, and the Northwest the daily 
temperature for the week ranged from 3° to 
6° delow the normal. The thermal condi- 
tions for the season from Jan. 1 lo May 10 re- 
main substantially as reported during the 
preceding week, and although the weather 
has been unusually warm from the Gulf 
coast to the lake region, the crop conditions 
in this region are generally reported from ten 
to fifteen days late. In the Northwest, in 
cluding Minnesota, the Dakotas, and Ne- 
braska, the seasonal temperature differs but 
slightly from the normal. 

he region of excessive rainfall for the 
present week includes almost the entire 
country east of the Mississippi and por- 
tions of Arkansas, Western Texas, Louisianu, 
and South Dakota. Although less than the 
usual amount of rain occurred in the Missis- 
sippi Valley and the central portions ot Ohio, 
Indiana, and IIlinois, general showers are re- 
ehe rom these sections, where the rain- 
all for the week was generally five-tenths of 
an inch, Dry weatner continues in the 
northern poruons of Minnesota and North 
Dakota, over which region only light showers 
occurred during the week. The seasonal 
rainfall continues in excess generally over 
the central valley and the lake region. Over 
a large portion of North Dakota and Western 
Minnesota the rainfall for the season has 
been less than one-half the usual amount. In 
Central Iowa, Northwestern Missouri, and 
Northeastern Nebraska about 75 per cent of 
the normal rainfall has occurred. 

The weather was generally unfavorable 
for growing crops throughout the central 
valleys and the lake region, owing to the un- 
usually low temperature, which was attended 
by light frosts as far South as Tennessee and 
South Carolina. These frosts caused some 
damage to vegetabies and fruit in the Missis- 
sippi Valley, and the cold weather retarded
